District Attorney Jerome halted the trial 
and demanded the appointment of a 
commission in lunacy. The commission 
was appointed and on April 4 it reported 
Thaw sane, and the presiding Judge or- 
dered the resumption of testimony. On 
April 7 the testimony was all in and the 
final arguments began. The case was 
Biven to the jury on April 10. The jury 
Was out 47 hours and 8 minutes, repori- 
ing a disagreement on April 12. The jur- 
ors had voted 7°*for murder and 6 for 
acquittal on the grounds of insanity. 
They were discharged. The cost of the 
trial to the city was about $150,000, as 
‘compared to $25,000 expended in two un- 
successful efforts to convict Nan Pat- 
terson of the murder of Caesar \ oung. 
Thaw was remanded to the Tombs 
without bail, and remained in prison 
until Jan. 6, 1908, when he was arraigned 
for his second trial, this time before 
Justice Victer J. Dowling. On Jan. 10 
the last juror was selected, and on Jan. 
.14. the taking of testimony was begun. 
Both sides rested on Jan. 28, and the final 
arguments to the jury were begun on 
Jan, 29. The cost of the present trial 
is estimated at about one-half—and this 
is considered a conservative figure—of 
the cost of ‘the first trial.

HYPNOTISM GIVE 
BAYANHIS POWER 
LECTURER SAYS 


-— 





William Jennings Bryan's influence 
and power as an orator were analyzed 
from’ the psychological standpoint by 
George E. Vincent, professor of that 
science at the University of Chicago, in 
an address Friday evening before the 
St. Louis Congregational Club. He ex- 
plained ‘Bryan’s nomination in 1896 and 
his “elevation to a perpetual candidacy 
for the presidency” as a sort of hyp- 
notism, paralleling a theater panic or 
the enthusiasm of baseball rooters. 
The meeting was held at the Mercan- 
tile Club. Prof: Vincent’s subject was 
“The Mind and the Mob,” and he di- 
vided it into three heads, one illustra- 
tive of the subject, another of theories 
about it, and the third, “‘the art of the 
spelibinder.’’ It was under the fast that 
he mentioned Mr. sryan. 
Looks to Effects. ; 

“The Spellbinder carefully arranges 
his effects,’’ Prof. Vincent said. “He 
requires a band outside the hall and an- 
other within. He wants the hall packed, 
so that the air soon becomes impure, 
lowering the vitality and resistance of 
his audience. He wants pictures of 
party leaders displayed, decorated with 
flags, to stimulate party enthusiasm. 
“Then, after flattering his audience, 
he subtly suggests a partisan idea—a 
certain way of voting. To prevent his 
hearers from thinking about this, he 
‘ells some funny stories, then presents 
another idea and tells more funny sto- 
ries. The result is that he leaves his 
audience with only a series of mental 
pictures, which they have accepted 
without thoughtful consideration. 

How Ead Is Attained. 
‘“‘Now the only difference between 
self-control and lack of it is the differ- 
ence in the validity of the mental im- 
ages constantly shifting through eur 
brains. Normally, if we think of throw- 
ing ourselves under a train, we think 
immediately of the agony to ourselves 
and the sorrow to others. But under 
certain circumstances the image per- 
sists. The spellbinder tries to create 
such circumstances that the mental pic. 
tures he has given his audience will 
persist. 
“Each of us has a multiple personality 
—a lower and higher self. It is the high- 
er self which controls our mental pic- 
tures, unless thrown into abeyance. 

An Example Given. 
“The man. who has heard the spell- 
binder is likely to wander the next day 
into a store, strutting importantly with 
the air of a man who has the weight of 
the world on his shoulders, and to voice 
as his own the sentiments he has re- 
ceived from the spellbinder. The image 
persists, and he has no control over it 
on account of the circumstances under

If these were removed 
to: the Insane Asylum there would be 
ample room for the city’s paupers dur- 
ing the next 2% years. The management 
is praised. 

The Female Hospital also is over- 
crowded, but the management is report- 
ed as good. 

The City Hospital, Workhouse, Jail 
and Industrial School were all found to 
be in excellent hands, according to the 
report. There is room for improvement 
in. the observation ward at the City 
Hospital, the report states, and the 
method employed for observing the men- 
tal condition of persons brought there 
fer observation. 

It was in the observation ward that 
Mrs. Lena Ring is said to have got- 
ten the. serious bedsores. A special 
House of Delegates committee is now 
investigating this matter, with par- 
ticular reference to her treatment at 
the City Hospital and the refusal of 
the Board of Health to admit her to 
the Insane Asylum, 


Industry at School, 

The management of the Industrial 
School is highly complimented. The 
children there. more than 14 years 
old, manufacture 400 pairs of shoes a 
month, darn 800 pairs of stockings a 
week, have renovated 460 mattresses 
in the past three months, and have 
just completed 400. The Industrial 
School bakery turned out 1,788,577 
pounds of bread during the last year, 
as a saving to the city of 53, 660.38. 
The grand jury also visited the city 
waterworks, and found that St. Louis 
is now getting water from 99 to 
99 6-10 pure, that the water is free 
from typhoid germs and that this dis- 
ease has greatly decreased since the 
present scheme of water purification 
and clarification was introduced, 

The grand jury says that the streets 
of St. Louis compare favorably - with 
those of other cities and that the ost 
to the taxpayers is not excessive or ex-. 
orbitant. It betieves the action of the 
Board of Public Imprevements. in re- 
ducing the period ef guarantee on as- 
phalt and bitulithic streets from ten and 
seven years to five years is in keeping 
with the action of other large cities, 
and was done to obtain a better pave- 
ment, and avoid the annoyances and 
uncertainty of long time guarantees. 
B. P. I. Reported Honest. 


The report says it believes the Board 
ef Public Improvements is acting hen- 
estly and without ulterior motive in 
specifying particular pavements against 
the protests of property owners on the 
streets te be improved. The grand jury 
recommends a municipal asphalt and 
bitulithic plant for the purpose of main- 
taining the streets on which the guar- 
antees will expire in a few year,

It is an angry, even a maniacal scream. It is 
at once an appeal to passion for sympathy and 
@ vituperative attack upon all who fail to see 
in his methods a proper use either of power 
or opportunity. | | 

It will readily be admitted by men of hon- 
esty and reason that some of the President’s 
recommendations are worthy; it will be conced- 
ed by most well-disposed people that he means 
well, but if anyone outside of bedlam will hold 


that as chief magistrate he can further the ob-} 


jects in view by such outbreaks as this it would 
be interesting to make his scquaintance. 

Few men in this world have had so much adu- 
lation as Mr. Roosevelt. He has been praised 
beyond his merits. Favorites and flunkies are 
at his elbow at,all times. His own ‘party has 
been loyal and no wholesome restraint has. been 
put upon him by an:alert and vigorous opposi- 
tion. * . 

Until last fall he hardly knew what criticism 
was. Those who did not wholly approve of him 
regarded him as a joke. The political seas that 
he navigated were the smoothest up to that 
time that ever opened before an American states- 
man. Those who would know how he confronts 
emergencies, how he meets criticism and how he 
conducts himself under fire should peruse the 
‘amazing paper now in the hands of Congress. 
There never was anything like it before and we 
hope there never will be anything like it again. 

Considering the time, the business and indus- 
trial situation, the political outlook and the per- 
sonal interests involved, it is highly probable 
that this intemperate message will injure rather 
than help every just cause which the President 
edvocates.

' Smothering great and. necessary reforms with 
a host of fantastic projects leading straight to 
state socialism, furiously assailing all who dis- 
agree with him as to ways and means, de- 
nouncing the courts, maligning the press and 
sophomorically taunting a country not yet res- 
cued from the fearful paralysis of panic are pain- 
ful evidence that to. hands other than Theodore 
Roosevelt’s must be committed the mighty prob- 
lems now pressing for settlement. 
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SHAMEFUL OFFICIAL NEGLECT. 

Nearly two years ago St. Louis voted improve- 
ments to the Poorhouse, a new Jail, new crim- 
in: courts building, new quarters for police and 
health departments, yiaducts, boulevards and a 
parkway scheme, vital additions to the sewage 
eystem and a free bridge. 

These things were badly needed then. The 
wonditions of necessity were rightly regarded and 
acted upon. by voters as grave emergencies even 
so long ago. Yet today not a single one of the 
needs is even in a fair way of fulfillment, and 
the shameful conditions present a scandalous in 
dictment of officialism. ; 

In plain English, St. Louis has gone back in- 
stead of forward, with respect to its public im- 
provements, and concealment of the fact is im- 
possible even ‘if good could come of such a policy. 

In particular, the state of the Poorhouse and 
Insane Asylum is a reproach to which there is 
absolutely no excuse in any civilized community, 
rauch less a great and rich metropolis. 

Doubtless what St. Louis needs more than any- 
thing else at this moment is a brand new set of 
public officials. In lieu of these it requires a 
renewed and powerful public opinion concentrat- 
ed upon glaring and frightful needs that will force 
old officials to. make haste to remedy them.

Of the other American League clubs 
Philadelphia stands out prominently as 
a bundle-of old boys. At least ten men 
on that squad are well along in years 
and nearing the finish of their careers. 
The Chicago White Sox are nearly as 
aged, there being at least eight among 
their number who are far from boyish, 
and one or two are just about ready to 
disappear. 

On the Cleveland club there are about 
eight men who have seen their best 
days and have not much longer to lin- 
ger under the bright and shining light 
of the big league. St. Louis also has 
about eight veterans who cannot hold 
on to majorr league sataries much long- 
er without going into second childhood. 

New York, too, has eight or nine men 
watching the sun set on their careers 
and they cannot hope to draw any at- 
tention in a few more seasons for their 
lights will be out. Washington has a 
bunch of veterans, too, although Man- 
ager Cantillon has hauled a lot of young 
stuff there to be tried out this season. 
Boston has fewer vets than any club 
in the American League, and its trou- 
ble next season will be that it is too 
young. There are but five old players 
on the club and three of them are -pitch- 
ers and one a catcher, so the biggest 
part of the club {is compos2d of young 
players who have yet to be déveloned. 


HE National League has many more 
of the. old boys still drawing sal- 
aries than one would at first sup- 

pose. There are more than fifty men tn 
the older league who have passed far 


beyond the noontide of their career and 
many are watching the sun get close to 
the setting point. 

Chicago is execellently balanced at 
present and seems good for a few more 
years as a topnotcher. The team that 
has the smallest number of vets is the 
St. Louis Cardinals, but last season they 
finished last in the race and will have 
trouble in doing any better next season. 
But it is simply because they are yet 
too young, there being but four men in 
the entire lot who are old at the game. 
A few more have had just about 
enough experience to begin as real ma- 
jor leaguers now, and still others have 
a lot to learn before they can hope to 
battle on even terms with Chicago, 
Pittsburg, New York and Philadelphia. 
However, the Cardinals are just as sure 
to rise as the sun. 

Philadelphia, Boston and New York 
are crammed with old timers.

Six weeks’ delay in beginning work on 
sewers in the district south of Tower 
Grove Park will be the consequence of 
a mistake made in enrolling a bill passed 
by the House of Delegates Jan. 14.

Taxpayers’ League Lost. Suit 
to Prevent Walbridge 
Compensation. 





Whether payment of “Danny”. Naugh- 
ton’s January salary of $150 as Clerk of 
the House of Delegates could be stopped 
by injunction proceeding: was investi- 
gated Saturday by Charlies S. Reber, at- 
torney for the Taxpayers’ League, at 
the ‘suggestion of the Post-Dispatch. 
Mr. Reber decided that Naughton, or 
any other city official, is entitled to hia 
salary whether he works or not, and 
that it must be paid, although he is in 
New Orleans making a book on the 
races. 

Mr. Reber recalled that the Civic 
League instituted injunction proceedings 
to restrain the payment of salary to 
Cyrus P. Waldridge while he was 
Mayor, during a period he spent away 
from St. Louis on a political mission. 

Court Upheld Mayor. 

The league’s contention was that the 
office of Mayor was vacant during Mr. 
Walbridge’s absence, and that no salary 
should be paid. The case was carried 
to the Supreme Court, and was decided 
there against the league. 

In the decision it was pointed out that 
no city official is under contract, but 
that his salary attaches as an incident 
to his office, whether or not he per- 
form the duties of that office. So that 


the time he spent out of town on per- 
sonal business. 

This decision, Mr. Reber thinks, is ap- 
plicable to Naughton’s case, since 
Naughton also is a city official, in the 
legislative branch. 

City Obliged to Pay. 

Even assuming that Naughton is 
away from S8t. Louis without legal 
leave of absence, the city must pay his 
salary under this decision. 

Clerk Thomas Leonard of the House 
gave Naughton 2 days’ leave of ab- 
sence, beginning Jan. 5, and Speaker 
Conran voluntarily extended the time 10 
days, so that Naughton need not re- 
turn until Feb. 5. Meanwhile the un- 
earned $150 awaits him in Treasurer 
Franciscus’ office.
